As you may know, in my "day job" I am the executive director of AIDS-Related 
Community Services (ARCS), a not-for-profit community service organization providing 
comprehensive HIV/AIDS-related services to residents of the seven county region 
immediately north of New York City. Our catchment area includes Westchester, Putnam, 
Rockland, Orange, Sullivan, Ulster, and Dutchess counties. We are the second largest 
organization of its kind in New York State, employing 93 staff members, providing 
counseling, case management, support groups, advocacy, education, transportation, food, 
emergency funds, child care, HIV-antibody testing, and training. We provide services to 
thousands of individuals and families in the general community each year. Additionally, 
we have specialized programs providing full-time services in drug treatment centers, state 
prisons, and county jails. 


This is a particularly difficult year for us. The budget impasse in Washington is 
preventing the reauthorization of the Ryan White CARE Act which provides a significant 
amount of our funding. Additionally, the difficult budget process in New York State will 
result in funding delays. Even when both of these budget processes are completed, we 
expect there to be decreased funding available for our programs. 


ARCS is doing everything we can to maintain our critical services. We need to 
become as independent of government funding as possible. Therefore, our development 
efforts have become significantly enhanced. 


On May 5th, 1996, ARCS is sponsoring Walkabout AIDS '96, a fundraising walk 
through the Westchester community in support of the continuation of our services. I'm 
writing to you to ask you to sponsor me in this walk. 


Generally, I keep my two worlds of "day job" and "photograph dealer/collector" 
separate. But these are fairly desperate times regarding HIV/AIDS funding, and that's 
why I'm asking you for assistance.
